Halifax hero. Strome 
scores OT winner as 
Canada beats Russia 
in dramatic fashion

Canada wrested victory from 
its arch-rival in the finale of 
the Canada-Russia Challenge 
in Halifax on Tuesday 

After Russia fell 4-2 in the 
last leg of the under-20 men’s 
hockey tournament at the 
Metro Centre, the two teams 
sat tied 2-2 in the series and 
went to sudden-death over¬ 
time to decide a winner. 

Ryan Strome, a first-round 
pick of the New York Island¬ 
ers, raised the crowd of 8,768 
to its feet just 3:20 in, pulling 
a nice toe-drag move in the 
faceoff circle and ripping a 
wrist shot past goaltender An¬ 
drei Vasilevslci. 

“It was big for us,” Strome 
said. “We had a bitter taste 
in our mouth from (losing to 
Russia in the semifinals of) 
the world juniors last year, 
and this is a little bit of re¬ 
demption.” 


Although it was a pre-sea¬ 
son tournament, it celebrated 
the 40th anniversary of the 
1972 Summit Series — fam¬ 
ously won by Canada — and 
the games were entertaining 
and action-packed. 

In the regulation win, Port¬ 
land Winterhawlcs star Ty Rat- 
tie scored back-to-back power- 
play goals just 2:56 apart in 
the second period to turn a 2-1 
deficit into a 3-2 lead and pro¬ 
pel Canada to victory. 

“I think they were just so 
mad (after Monday’s 6-5 loss), 
they just couldn’t lose today,” 
said Russian star Mikhail 
Grigorenlco. 

Canadian captain Jonathan 
Huberdeau hoisted the cham¬ 
pionship trophy over his head 
in the post-game celebration 
and passed it from player to 
player, while goaltender Mal¬ 
colm Subban circled around 
waving a Canadian flag, much 
to the delight of the Halifax 
fans. 

“The crowd was unbeliev¬ 
able,” said Canadian forward 
Mark Scheifele, who had three 
assists. “They gave us that 
energy that we fed off of and 
we were able to get that extra 
bit of energy to put it home.”

Halifax regional council has ap¬ 
proved in principle a long-term 
arena strategy that suggests 
spending $85 million to con¬ 
solidate six rinks into two. 

After a lengthy debate Tues¬ 
day, council voted to direct staff 
to continue working on the 
strategy, aimed at addressing 
the Halifax Regional Munici¬ 
pality’s long-term arena needs. 

The strategy, in addition 
to recommending a central 
scheduling system and a new

community-access policy, rec¬ 
ommends building multi-pad 
arenas in both Dartmouth and 
Halifax. Staff expect consolidat¬ 
ing the aging rinks will save 
$2 million in operating costs 
eveiy year. 

But the savings come with 
a hefty upfront cost — about 
$17 million in capital costs a 
year for five years. According 
to the report, the current site 
of the Halifax Forum could be 
used for one arena, while Dart¬ 
mouth Crossing or Shannon 
Park could house rinks on the 
other side of Halifax Harbour. 

HRM’s director of Commun¬ 
ity and Recreation Services, 
Brad Anguish, was at pains to 
stress that the strategy — in 
the works since 2010 — is the 
beginning point for a discus¬ 
sion on HRM’s rinks, not a fore¬ 
gone conclusion. 

“We haven’t had those 
head-to-head conversations 
with the proper authorities at 
the table to give us (an indica¬ 
tion as to) what they need and 
what they want,” Anguish told 
councillors. 

At issue is the fact that 60 
per cent of rinks in the munici¬ 
pality are over 30 years old. The 
Halifax Forum, a designated 
heritage building, was built in 
1927. 


The report also recom¬ 
mends a central scheduling sys¬ 
tem in order to book ice time 
more efficiently, as well as de¬ 


veloping a community-access 
policy aimed at equitable distri¬ 
bution of that time. 

Tuesday’s approval does not 


allow staff to actually imple¬ 
ment the strategy; it only dir¬ 
ects staff to continue to work 
on the matter. 




Economy. Report says 
foreign students promote 
innovation, investment 


HRM examining two 
sidewalk-tax systems 


A report commissioned by the 
federal government suggests 
that Canada’s economy can be 
boosted by having more inter¬ 
national students study here. 

The task force responsible 
for the report, led by West¬ 
ern University president Amit 
Chakma, illustrates strategies 
to recruit foreign students to 
Canada so the country can 
prosper as workforce needs are 
met. 

The report, released to¬ 
day in Halifax, says investing 
in international education 
requires federal funding 
support for new scholar¬ 
ships for international post¬ 


secondary students. 

The task force recommends 
the creation of a new Council 
on International Education and 
Research to provide the federal 
government with policy advice. 

Paul Davidson, president of 
the Association of Universities 
and Colleges of Canada, says 
the initiatives will keep Canada 
in a successful and competitive 
position for international edu¬ 
cation. 

He says not only will the 
country benefit from an eco¬ 
nomic standpoint, but it will 
position Canada as an inter¬ 
national leader in research and 
innovation, the Canadian press 


Halifax regional council 
directed staff to examine two 
different possibilities for a 
new sidewalk-tax structure.

A lighter and more energy- 
efficient engine technology 
developed at Dalhousie Uni¬ 
versity is on its way to being 
commercialized. 

The university announced 
Tuesday they have signed an 
exclusive worldwide licens¬ 
ing agreement with York 
Bridge Enterprises, a private- 
equity firm that focuses on 
supporting early-stage Can¬ 
adian technology companies. 

“Dalhousie is home to 
world-class researchers de¬ 
veloping innovative tech¬ 
nologies that compete on 
a global scale,” said George 
Smitherman, a founding 
partner of York Bridge. “This 
is reflected in Darrel Doman 
and Braden Murphy and their 
pneumatic technology.” 

Engineering master’s stu¬ 
dent Braden Murphy and 
his professor Darrel Doman 
developed a new type of 
compact pneumatic rotary 
engine, which does mech¬ 
anical work by expanding 


compressed air. 

“Today is about celebra¬ 
tion,” said Murphy on Tues¬ 
day. “Bringing the technol¬ 
ogy out of the university 
environment and continuing 
the commercial develop¬ 
ment — it’s exciting.” 

The advantages of the 
new model come from its 
shape, which is lighter and 
smaller than older models, 
said Murphy. The doughnut¬ 
shaped engine has pistons 
that continuously rotate 
around the driveshaft, creat¬ 
ing power. 

“The result is a high- 
power, high-torque, very 
compact motor. Especially at 
lower speeds, which tend to 
be a problem.” 

Other problems with con¬ 
ventional pneumatic engines 
or “air motors,” is they are 
relatively large and ineffi¬ 
cient, and they also have 
sealing and reliability issues. 

The innovative design 
also uses fewer parts than 
conventional products, and 
has specialized internal com¬ 
ponents that eliminate those 
problems, said Murphy. 

The next step for Murphy, 
Doman and York Bridge is to 
commercialize their prod¬ 
uct, which will include vari¬ 
ous applications in the oil- 
and-gas industry as well as 
lawn and garden equipment 
and hand-held garden tools.

Province looks at dosing down Dartmouth court 



The province is looking into 
combining the Halifax and 
Dartmouth provincial courts.

Without change, the two 
courthouses will face difficul¬ 
ties meeting demand, Landiy 
said. 

“There is increasing pres¬ 
sure on the two courts to meet 
the demand of the justice sys¬ 
tem. Over the past five years, 
there has been a substantial 


increase in the number and 
complexity of court hearings at 
both locations. 

The Spring Garden Road 
courthouse has six courtrooms 
housed in the 160-year-old, 
provincially owned heritage 
building. 

Court cases at Dartmouth’s 
provincial court‘s five court¬ 


rooms are held in leased space 
on Pleasant Street. 

A 1996 study found a reno¬ 
vation at Spring Garden Road 
and construction of an accom¬ 
panying new building to ac¬ 
commodate additional court¬ 
rooms was feasible. The current 
request for proposal will update 
and improve on that study by 
looking at all aspects of having 
a consolidated provincial court¬ 
house on that site. 

“This is the first step in the 
process, and we’re simply gath¬ 
ering information and doing 
our homework,” Landry said.

The Point Tupper mill 
closed last September, 
throwing some 600 em¬ 
ployees out of work and 
affecting another 400 for¬ 


estry contractors. But it has 
retained about 115 workers 
to keep the facility in a so- 
called hot idle state so it can 
restart operations quickly 
once a sale is complete. 

Pacific West Commercial 
Corp., an affiliate of Stern 
Partners Inc., has offered 
to buy the plant for $33 
million. The firm has said 
it wants to restart one of 
the mill’s two machines by

Officers executed a 
search warrant at a home 
on Victoria Drive in Sydney 


Mines. Along with the ec¬ 
stasy tablets, police seized 
two firearms and drug para¬ 
phernalia. 

Wayne Frederick 

Cavanaugh, 42, of Sydney 
Mines, is charged with pos¬ 
session for the purpose of 
trafficking. 

He was scheduled to ap¬ 
pear in Sydney Provincial 
Court on Tuesday. 

Police warn there is no 


quality control with a street 
drug such as ecstasy, or 
MDMA. The concentration 
of the drug in a tablet can 
vary wildly, and a signifi¬ 
cant percentage is laced 
with other drugs such as 
methamphetamine and 
ketamine. 

Ecstasy can affect the 
heart and brain and lead to 
death, police say.

Kazan. Questions

Russian authorities spoke 
of a creepy cult living in an 
“eight-level ant house” dug 
deep into the ground, where 
children were kept in un¬ 
heated cells and starved of 
daylight. 

A visit to the compound 
suggests a more ordinary re¬ 
ality. 

A brief visit inside the 
compound, which provided 
shocking headlines around 
the world when police raided 
it and seized the children, 
revealed none of the elabor¬ 
ate underground design de¬ 
scribed by prosecutors. 

Nor does a police video 
showing rooms inside. 

The father of a cult mem¬ 
ber, who originally disap¬ 
proved of his daughter join¬ 


ing the group, said he was 
able to visit freely. The por¬ 
trayals raise questions about 
whether authorities have 
exaggerated the eccentri¬ 
city, to show they are crack¬ 
ing down on Islamic groups. 
The spokeswoman for Kazan 
prosecutors did not answer 
repeated calls to her office on 
Monday. 

Police stumbled upon the 
bizarre sect in early August 
as they investigated what 
they described as a terrorist 
attack that killed a top cleric 
in oil-rich Tatarstan, where 
the population is 60 per cent 
Muslim. 

Sect leaders are enraged 
over the seizure of the chil¬ 
dren and the police action 
against their project, and 
vowed to triumph. 

“Allah will punish you,” 
Gumer Ganiyev, the sect 
leader’s deputy, yelled at po¬ 
lice officers. “You will all die 
tomorrow.” The fate of the 
sect’s property remains un¬ 
clear.

Months of mounting tension 
between police and young 
people in a troubled district 
of northern France exploded 
into deadly violence on Tues¬ 
day. 

In a grim night in Amiens, 
dozens of youths firing buck¬ 
shot and fireworks faced off 
against riot officers. 

Seventeen officers were 
injured, a pre-school and pub¬ 
lic gym were torched, and at 
least three passing drivers in 
Amiens were dragged from 
their cars.

for a young man who died in 
a motorcycle accident may 
have been one trigger.

The eruption of violence 
shows how little relations 
have changed between police 
and youths in France’s hous¬ 
ing projects since nationwide 
riots in 2005 raged unchecked 
for nearly a month, leaving 
entire neighbourhoods in 
flames in the far-flung sub¬ 
urbs. 

The sister of the young 
man who died in the motor¬ 
cycle accident said it was 
impossible for people in her 
community to even speak 
with the police. 

“As soon as they see young 
people, it’s to handcuff them 
or harass them,” said Sabrina 
Hadji, 22. “The dialogue is 
completely broken.” 

Hadji, whose 20-year-old 
brother Nadir died in the ac¬ 
cident, added: “The police in 
Amiens really, really, really 
hate the people in the north¬ 
ern part of Amiens. They con¬ 
sider us to be animals.”

Argentina is putting a 
former president on trial 
for bribery. Fernando de 
la Rua is accused of pay¬ 
ing $5 million to a group 
of senators in exchange 
for their votes to remove 
worker protections in the 
year 2000, when the Inter¬ 
national Monetary Fund 
was making workforce 
flexibility a requirement 
for extending loans to 
Argentina. 

The law was over¬ 
turned long ago and the 
case is finally coming 
to trial after 12 years of 
preparation. A three-judge 
panel has accepted the 
bribery as fact; now pros¬ 
ecutors must prove De la 
Rua himself ordered the 
payments. 

The trial is expected 
to stretch well into 2013 
with more than 300 wit¬ 
nesses lined up including 
President Cristina Fernan¬ 
dez. She was a senator 
at the time but is not 
accused of taking a bribe.

During official 
visit to stricken area, 
Iran government 
changes tune on aid 


In a change of heart, Iran said 
Tuesday it now welcomes for¬ 
eign aid for victims of the dead¬ 
ly twin earthquakes that hit the 
country’s northwest over the 
weekend. 

The remarks indicated au¬ 
thorities were struggling to 
cope with the quakes’ after- 
math. Critics charged they 
failed to react quickly enough 
to help the region along the 
borders with Azerbaijan and 
Armenia, where the 6.4- and 
6.3-magnitude quakes Saturday 
lulled 306 people and injured 
more than 3,000. 

“We would welcome help by 
any country,” said Iran’s parlia¬ 
ment speaker, Ali Larijani, dur¬ 
ing his visit to the earthquake 
stricken area on Tuesday. 

Iran’s government said it 
has provided shelter for about 
50,000 people who lost their 
homes during the quakes, 
which have been followed by 


scores of aftershocks. 

A 5.3-magnitude aftershock 
on Tuesday afternoon jolted the 
town of Varzaqan again, the 
semi-official Fars news agency 
reported. Varzaqan was one of 
the weekend epicentres. 

The Tuesday aftershock 


quake also rocked Tabriz, 
the provincial capital, where 
frightened people poured into 
streets. No further casualties 
were reported.

Canada Mortgage and Housing 
Corp. (CMHC) is forecasting a 
moderate slowdown in new- 
home construction starts as 
well as sales of existing housing. 

The Ottawa-based federal 
agency isn’t calling for a major 
decline, but its latest forecast 
suggests next year will be some¬ 
what softer than estimates 


CMHC issued in June while 
2012 may be somewhat strong¬ 
er than previously expected. 

CMHC has been saying for 
some time that it expects hous¬ 
ing prices in most local markets 
will grow more slowly than 
they have been recently. It says 
housing starts and home sales 
have been strong in 2012 — 


particularly when it comes to 
multiple-dwelling units such as 
condos and apartments — but 
will soften moderately in com¬ 
ing months into 2013. 

In the latest forecast, CMHC 
estimates there will be between 
196,800 and 217,000 units of 
housing started in 2012.

Sparkle actress Tika Sumpter 
says the movie “adds another 
diamond” to the legend of 
Whitney Houston. The film, 
a remake of a 1976 picture of 


the same name, stars the late 
singer in her final role. 

The movie, in which she 
plays the single mother of a 
musical prodigy, was being 
heralded as her comeback, 
but instead is her swansong. 
She passed away in Februaiy, 
the result of an accidental 
drowning in the bathtub 
of her Beverly Hilton hotel 
room. 

Houston’s co-star Jordan 
Sparks said, “She lights up 
the screen, and you can just 
tell she’s so full of joy to be 
doing this.” 

Houston is not the first 
performer to earn posthu¬ 
mous praise for a film role. 
In 2008 Heath Ledger won an 
Academy Award for his per¬ 


formance as the Joker in The 
Dark Knight, released after 
his January, 2008 death from 
accidental prescription drug 
overdose. 

River Phoenix, another ac¬ 
tor cut down at the height of 
his popularity, didn’t live to 
see his final completed film 
Silent Tongue, a movie de¬ 
scribed as “a haunting tale of 
love, death and shame in the 
Old West.” Dark Blood, the 
film Phoenix was just 11 days 
away from finishing when he 
overdosed in front of the Vi¬ 
per Room in Los Angeles, was 
thought lost to time, but has 
recently been resurrected and 
will debut in September at 
the Netherlands Film Festival. 

Old Hollywood also saw its 


share of tragic ends and last 
performances. 

The 1930s superstar Jean 
Harlow died of renal failure 
while filming Saratoga. In¬ 
stead of replacing her, MGM 
used three doubles (one for 
close-ups, another for long 
shots and a third for dubbing 
the actress’s lines) and re¬ 
jigged the story. The salvaged 
movie became MGM’s biggest 
hit of 1937. 

Gary Cooper’s last film, 
The Naked Edge, released a 
month after his death wasn’t 
as well received. 

Despite Cooper’s best ef¬ 
forts — his cancer required 
that he take frequent oxygen 
breaks — the thriller was a 
flop.

Calvera, Temple 
of Doom 

According to local lore, shipwrecked 
Spanish conquistadors met their 
watery graves here as human sacri¬ 
fices to the rain god Chac. While it’s 
not as booby-trapped as the one in 
the Indiana Jones film, it is as unset¬ 
tling from the outset with omin¬ 
ously positioned cutouts in the roof 
of the cave resembling eye sockets. 
Then there’s the ten-foot plunge 
into the mouth of the calvera 
(Spanish for skull) before hitting 
water. Once inside the underwater 
chamber overhead, a layer of fruit 
bats — also known as megabats will 
have your Spidey-sense tingling. 
Open water scuba diver certification 
is a must to explore the depths of 
this murky cavern.

Gordo Banks 

If you’re an experienced advanced 
diver and can handle the deep 
stuff (the shallowest part of this 
seamount lies under 130 feet of 
water), it’s well worth the 13-kilo¬ 
metre boat ride from the coast 
of San Jose del Cabo. While the 
underwater mountain’s lunar-lilce 
landscape is worth the trip alone, 
the highlight reel of this dive for 
many intrepid divers will be study¬ 
ing schooling hammerhead sharks, 
making eyes at manta rays and 
miming “en garde” at a passing 
swordfish. Live versions of familiar 
seafood plate in Tuna and snappers 
will also likely find their way into 
the frame of many of your under¬ 
water photographs.

Isla Mujeres 

A 13-lcilometre swim from the beaches of Cancun, the 
Island of Women, a 650-metre wide sliver of an island, 
isn’t just for hormonal college kids who took the 
municipality’s names a tad too literally. This Isla offers 
a wide variety of dive sites to satisfy the full spectrum 
of diving tastes. Beginners can play a Seussical game of 
one fish, two fish, red fish, blue fish while ogling the 
vibrant sea life at Manchones Reef. Also, wreck divers 
exploring the 100-foot deep Ultrafreeze are an addi¬ 
tional bonus. The cargo ship’s iron and metal haul is a 
magnet for baitfish and so the bigger guys on the fish 
food chain including dolphins and barracudas often 
feed here. Meanwhile, art lovers can take in the Cancun 
Underwater Museum off the island’s western coast. 
Eco-sculptor Jason de Caires Taylor’s stunning 450-piece 
underwater statue garden is a synergy of art and con¬ 
servation. The statues are made of pH-neutral cement 
to promote the growth of coral reef.

Paradise Reef 

If you’re transitioning from snorlcel- 
ing to scuba this shallow reef 200 
yards from Cozumel’s western coast 
is a great place to earn your neutral 
buoyancy cred. While envious shore 
snorkellers spy the coral from a dis¬ 
tance, you’ll be able to get up close and 
personal with the colourful plankton 
catchers. Be sure to keep a lookout for 
spotted moray eels and sea horses. If 
you’re not afraid to swim in the dark, 
Paradise Reef is a very popular night 
dive spot. Dive sites abound along the 
Mesoamerican barrier reef system 
which extends beyond Mexico’s Carib¬ 
bean coast into Belize, Guatemala and 
Honduras. It’s the second largest in the 
world, behind Australia’s Great Barrier 
Reef.

Off the shores of San Lucas near 
Anega Rock, the sand cascades over 
submerged cliffs like an underwater 
waterfall. This curious phenomenon 
was first documented by the inventor 
of the Aqua-Lung and famed deep 
blue explorer, Monsieur Jacques-Yves 
Cousteau in the 1970s. Suitable for 
intermediate divers but still rewarding 
to even seasoned veteran underwater 
explorers, the sand falls start at a 
depth of 90 feet, so your bottom time 
will be limited. If the flowing sand isn’t 
enough, the site is also home to over 
300 species of sea creatures for your 
viewing pleasure.

Management experience is a 
valuable asset, particularly if 
you’re looking for an entry- 
level job. 

Regardless of your area of 
expertise, a position as a man¬ 
ager indicates to prospective 
employers that you can be 
trusted with authority and are 
capable of maintaining a big- 
picture perspective while tend¬ 
ing to particulars. 

However, getting this ex¬ 
perience can be a bumpy ride, 
particularly in the seasonal and 
part time positions where stu¬ 
dents and recent graduates usu¬ 
ally achieve management roles. 

You might find yourself in 
charge of people significantly 
older than you, or former co¬ 
workers who had their eyes on 
your job. The following advice 
should help you stay afloat as 


you set sail in your manage¬ 
ment role. 

Manage yourself 

If you manage a group of 
individuals who already under¬ 
stand the full scope of their re¬ 
sponsibilities (like a retail store, 
for example), you’ll be able to 
provide a minimal amount of 
direction, reducing the likeli¬ 
hood of tension or misunder¬ 
standing. 


In a more collaborative 
workplace, you’ll need to pro¬ 
vide oversight without interfer¬ 
ing with group dynamics. 

In either case, tiy and 
take a step back from your 
position of authority and allow 
employees to fill that space. 
Encourage as much communi¬ 
cation and discussion as is 
appropriate. Any decisions that 
employees can make through 
group consensus should be left 


to their discretion. 

Outline roles 

Some workplaces assign duties 
informally, teaching each em¬ 
ployee his or her responsibil¬ 
ities through word of mouth. 
This can lead to tension when 
unexpected tasks arise. 

If possible, formalize 
existing responsibilities in writ¬ 
ing as a group. 

This practice will hopefully 
encourage open discussion 
and collaboration when the 
unexpected happens, as well 
as ensuring all employees are 
familiar with each other’s re¬ 
sponsibilities. 

It will also help ensure 
that no one can accuse you of 
sloughing unpleasant tasks 
onto one particular person you 
“don’t like.” 

Reinforce the chain of 
command 

Just as your staff answer to you, 
you’re accountable to a higher- 
up. While you don’t want to 
undermine your authority, 
make sure that your employees 
are aware of your role as part of 
a chain of command. 

Frame team objectives not 
only in terms of tasks-be sure 
to emphasize long-term goals 
as dictated to you from above.

However, I thought 
it would be good work 
experience. After a year 
the company had to lay 
off staff and I was one 
of those laid off. It took 
another year of searching 
before I finally landed 
a job with another oil 
exploration company, this 


time as a field administra¬ 
tor. This job certainly did 
not require the education 
I had, but again I thought 
this would be a great step¬ 
ping stone, and in a way it 
was. It took a placement 
company to get the cur¬ 
rent job I have now, after 
working temporarily with 
another temp agency. 

My recommendations for 
students 

Do your homework! I 
mean research into the 
demands for the type of 
degree you want to obtain 
within industry.

Hockey Canada has rejected 
allegations from star Nail 
Yalcupov that Halifax didn’t 
provide Russia with all the 
comforts of home in the 
Canada-Russia Challenge. 

Yalcupov, this year’s No. 
1-overall pick of the Ed¬ 
monton Oilers, told TSN on 


Monday following Russia’s 
6-5 win over Canada at the 
Metro Centre, “We don’t 
have a dryer (for equip¬ 
ment), nobody don’t want 
to help us here, and I don’t 
know why.” 

Not true, says Scott Far¬ 
ley, vice-president of mar¬ 
keting and events for Hock¬ 
ey Canada. 

“From our standpoint, 
we provided everything to 
Russia that was provided 
to Canada,” Farley said. 
“The Russian team has been 
treated very well since they 
showed up.... When we 
heard the concerns from 
the player, we went directly 
to the Russian team man¬ 
agement and they are quite 
happy with how they’ve 


been treated in Halifax. I 
think those were some com¬ 
ments that weren’t valid.” 

Yalcupov went on to say 
his team’s equipment was 
wet throughout Monday’s 
game and that no fruit was 
provided to the players. But 
Farley said Russia — like 
Canada — was provided 
with fruit and snacks, as 
well as a washer, dryer and 
fans in the dressing room 
for their equipment. 

Farley said the high hu¬ 
midity may have been a fac¬ 
tor in equipment not stay¬ 
ing dry. 

“They were provided 
with fans — I don’t know 
what their team trainers 
did with the fans — but 
they certainly were pro¬ 


vided with that equip¬ 
ment to make sure their 
stuff was dry,” Farley said. 
“They were provided with 
their own washer and dryer 
and with support to work 
those.... They had food, they 
had snacks. 

“From the (Russian) 
team-management stand¬ 
point, there were no issues. 
I’m not sure where the play¬ 
er’s comments were coming 
from.” 

Farley added that the 
volunteers and officials in 
Halifax have “gone above 
and beyond” what anyone 
expected in hosting the 
second half of the four- 
game series, which cele¬ 
brated the 40th anniversary 
of the 1972 Summit Series.

From grade-schoolers raising a 
buck for the band, to Butch in 
the driveway with a hose and a 
sponge, the art of the car wash 
has been around for as long as 
... well, as long as the car. 

Some folks are meticulous 
about keeping their cars clean. 
Others wait for the next rain¬ 
storm to do the job. 

But for those of who ques¬ 
tion Mother Nature’s detailing 
ability, what’s the best method 
for keeping a vehicle clean? 

Does the TLC of a hand wash 
in the driveway outweigh the 
convenience and ease of the 
automatic/drive-thru wash? Not 
a chance, at least according to a 
2007 study from the University 


of Texas at Arlington. 

“The results are depressing, 
at least to the car owner who, 
up to now, has firmly believed 
in hand washing,” the study 
findings were summarized in 
part. “...Under the microscope, 
the paintwork (after hand 
washing) looked like a cratered 
landscape. The paintwork was 
deeply scored and scratched — 
the result of dirt and trapped 
sand particles.” 

The two cars used in the 
study were each washed 25 
times — estimated to be a 
year’s worth of car washes — 
one by hand, and the other 
by machine. After which the 
paint “scars” were examined by 
microscope on both vehicles. 

“By comparison, the sur¬ 
faces of the test vehicle washed 
with automatic car washing 
equipment appeared different,” 
the summaiy reported. “It was 
remarkably smooth, the result 
of evenly moving and rotating 
cloth pads and curtains.” 

Experts say if left unattend¬ 
ed acids in bird poop, bug guts

and tree sap can cause paint to 
fade and do serious damage to 
the finish. And that was our cue 
to test out a couple of theories 
... on a $160,000 Audi R8. 

Hey, what’s in that goop? 

While the University of Texas 
study indicates automatic car 
washes are the safest, thoughts 
of vehicle damage and the great 
unknown of what the heck 
is coming out of those spray 
nozzles makes every car owner 
squeamish at the wash. 

Sure, the colourful foam 
that looks like regurgitated cot¬ 
ton candy smells curiously nice 
but what is it? That “soap” is 
just a mix of Sodium Dodecyl- 
benzenesulfonate, Neodol, a 
surfactant, a little added scent, 
and water... all of which sounds 
like a mad-chemist’s evil cock¬ 
tail, but is actually benign 
when mixed properly. 

The first mouthful — So¬ 
dium Dodecylbenzenesulfon- 
ate — is a common ingredient 
in laundry detergent that helps 
to loosen the dirt when mixed 
with water. Neodol is widely 
used in common surface clean¬ 
ers, and helps give the car a 
waxy protective finish. And 
the surfactant helps the water 
work peacefully with the deter¬ 
gent in the cleaning process. 

The familiar conveyor-type 
car wash operates on an intri¬ 
cate system of lasers, mitter 
curtains, computers, scrubbers, 
nozzles, hydraulics, brushes 
and dryers, which is a design 
that has been around since the 
1930s and has evolved since. 

For the novice, mitter cur¬ 
tains are the long, soft, station¬ 
ary strips of cloth that hang 
near the entrance of the wash

tunnel. Scrubbers are the large, 
rotating cylinders with hun¬ 
dreds of small cloth strips at¬ 
tached to them. These rotate 
and a high rate of speed and 
would feel like a whip if you de¬ 
cided to roll down the window. 

The more recent touchless 
wash systems use high water 
pressure to clean the vehicle 
instead of brushes, minimiz¬ 
ing the chance of surface dam¬ 
age and lowering liability costs 
for car wash proprietors. The 
nozzles of each jet are arranged 
like a pinwheel and the incred¬ 
ible force of the water rapidly 
spins these wheels to create a 
circular pattern and the neces¬ 
sary scrubbing action. 

These newer high-pressure 
washes can use 1,200-1,500 
litres of water per car, or the 
equivalent of 60-75 of those 
20-litre pails you might use at 
home. To conserve water and 
reload for the next wash, these 
systems usually have a pres¬ 
sure tank situated nearby to 
recapture and recycle the water 
through a filtration process. 



After two passes with the soap, the 
auto wash spits this stuff all over the 
car. Whatever it is — apparently wax 
— it smells great. And you never have 
to get out of your car. Two more 
checkmarks for the auto wash, handout 


Once the car is washed, a 
protective wax is often applied 
that is different from over-the- 
counter wax brands because 
it is formulated to also work 
on glass, chrome and rubber, 
though it does not provide 
the same level of protection 
or help to cover up/repair tiny 
scratches as standard wax does. 
Old habits die hard, and the 
results of one study might not 
persuade Butch or the other 
driveway do-it-yourselfers from 
changing their ways. In our 
little experiment, the touchless 
car wash performed surpris¬ 
ingly well, but left brake dust 
on the wheels and a few bugs 
in the grille. 

But one thing is clear: given 
the choice between potential 
hazards from birds, bugs and 
trees, or those from either type 
of car wash, always choose the 
latter, todd burlage is a feature

In a recent study, with a sam¬ 
ple size of one (me), the find¬ 
ings are that 50 might be the 
new 30, but only when you 
consider a very small and se¬ 
lect group of body parts. All 
other body parts are very ada¬ 
mant about being 50 or better. 

In another study, this 
time by the automotive re¬ 
search arm of Maritz Can¬ 
ada, and with a much larger 
sample size, the findings 
are that 50, or more pre¬ 
cisely, 50.8, is the average 
age of new-vehicle buyers 
in this country. With such 
a large post-war baby boom 
in Canada, it shouldn’t be 
a surprise that most buyers 
are 50-something, but it still 
seems surprising, or at least 
surprising-ish. 

Now consider this: The 
average age of first-time buy¬ 


ers is 38! 

“This is not to say the 20- 
24 age group is not buying 
cars, just that they aren’t 
buying them in numbers 
that people may think,” says 
Chris Travel of Maritz Can¬ 
ada. “The action is with older 
customers, not only in sheer 


numbers, but also in their 
ability to pay for vehicles.” 

Money is obviously a thing 
that can keep a young buck 
separated from a $196,400 
Porsche 911 Turbo S. One 
thing young people certainly 
have lots of is “no money.” 

John Vernile is vice 


president of marketing at 
Hyundai Auto Canada. He 
notes that Hyundai’s average 
buyer age hovers around 50, 
even when the vehicles are 
targeted to young people. For 
example, the medium age 
of Accent buyers is dead on 
50, while the medium age of 


Elantra buyers is 53. Again, 
this is not to say that young 
people don’t buy them, they 
do, just that older folk buy 
more. 

According to Maritz, 
when young people do buy 
new, they do head most to 
the subcompact and com¬ 


pact segments. But con¬ 
sidering how many older 
people buy the things too, 
it seems a bit weird to me 
somehow, that the market¬ 
ing of these vehicles is so 
heavily skewed to the young¬ 
er, beach volleyball set. But 
at least it conforms to an old 
auto industry maxim — you 
can sell a young person’s car 
to an older person, but can’t 
sell an older person’s car to a 
younger person. 

Vernile notes that Hyun¬ 
dai is particularly interested 
in the young buyer. 

“Our loyalty rate, at 52 
per cent, is among the high¬ 
est in the industry. Once 
we get ‘share of driveway’ 
we tend to hang on to our 
customers, as they move 
through their life stages.” 

Another factor in this 
discussion, of course, is that 
this current crop of young 
people is just not as inter¬ 
ested in getting behind the 
wheel as previous genera¬ 
tions. We talked about this 
cultural shift before. 

I still don’t get it, but if 
middle age has taught me 
anything, it’s that the list 
of things I don’t get is in¬ 
finite and expanding — so 
no sense in getting hung up 
on every little mystery that 
comes along.
